Demetrin?, who had a mind to make 
war against Hyrcaani, there was noop- 
portunlty nor room for it, while &oth 
the Syrians and the soldiers hire ill wilt 
to him, because he was an ill man. But 
when they had sent arrbvsadors to 
Ptolemy, who was ralied Phy&coa, that 
tie would send them one of the family 
of Selencus, in order to take the king- 
dom, and he bad sent them Alexander, . 
who wu called Zftbina, with an army, 
and there had been a battle between 
Ihem, Demetrius was besten in the 
fixht, atd fled to Cleopatra his wife, t3 
Ptolemsis; but his wife would not re- 
ceive him. He went thence to Tyre, 
and was there oiught, and when he had 
suffered much from his enemies before 
bis death, he was slain by tbem. So Al- 
exander took the kingdom, and made a 
league with HyrcanuF, who yet, when 
he afterwards fonght with Antiochus 
the aon ot Dtmetrlns, who WM called 
Gnpus, was alto beaten in the fight, 
and slain.

TLo Kras-J^rgeuseu or United St*[et 


iafaatry tl5e, model lSU?,is a mapaziDe- 
pun with a calibre of .SO of an inch, or 
.15 of an inch smaller than that of tbe 
Springfield rifle now in use. The new 
rifle i& aHfrhrly ehorter than the Spring- 
field. The breech IB opened aud cloned 
by a sliding-bolt operated by a handle 
and knob at its rear end, The ras^azLce 
is a horizontal oue, lying under the re- 
ceiver of tbe barrel, and cloied by a 
gate at its right side. Part of the bar- 
rel, ivhere U ie grasped by tbe left band 
in firing, ia covered with wo-xl. This 
IB necessary, for the barrel becjmes 
very hot from the extreme rapidity cf 
fire.
